The reiultt of many yeart of experimenting In gai turblnet wera dltcloted Friday to the Con 
ferenco on Coal-Burning Turblnet being held at' McGill by profauor D. L, Mordell, Director of the Gat 
Dynamic! Laboratory and Department of Mechanical Engineering at McGlll. 
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lie tests have been carried out 
to develop a new type of prime 
mover which uses coal as fuel and 
produces power from it more 
directly than tho turbine method 
of burning coal under a boiler and 
using the steam engine. Coal has 
been used to produce power in this 
way for the last 150 years.- It is 
hoped to use it more directly now 
In the gas turbine. 

Professor Mordell said later, "We 
have been working for many years 
on the project, and we have 
reached the stage where.it might 
be called research. The results are 
very promising... 

The Conference, which' opened 
its two-day meeting on Thursday, 
. was held to present these results 
to industrialists and others inter- 
ested in the further development 
of their application. Over ninety 
delegates attended the Conference, 
from as far away as Australia, 
South Africa, England, many parts 
I of Canada, and the United States. 
They were taken on a tour of the 
Gas . Dynamics Laboratory at Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue on Thursday to

-validity of Marxism in the rather' 
limited space of a letter to the 
Editor. 

Esoteric Jaroon « 

There is a tendency, not only 
among Marxists, to substitute .an 
esoteric Jargon lor hard, critical 
thinking. Words like "dialectical 
materialism",, "negation -of the 
negation", "relations of produce 
tion" roll off the tongue so pleas- 
antly and sound so authoritative 
that .one is sometimes dazzled 
enough by the phrases to over- 
look the reality which they con-, 
fuse. It -is very much like dress-. 
ing.a pretty photographer!* inodel 
in a white coat and a stethoscope 
in .order to "prove" the .'Scientific 
value -of an underarm deodorant 
>1 -should like to make two 'brief 
observations.. . 

Absolutely Valid 

•1) The scientific mind rejects: 
the view that any theory may be 
absolutely valid if or $11 time. There 
is .always -the reservation that 
criticism and -experience may, and 
probably will, modify <at relutè 
any given scientific : hypothesis, 
pa rticularly when it refers to so 
complex a phenomenon as human 
society. So one approaches, -with Y 
healthy .skepticism, a theory which, 1 
combining .classical .economics With, 
the logic and apocalyptic meta 
physics of Hegelian Jiistoriciam, 
claims to know "scientifically" the 
inevitable -course of human (devel- 
opment. This skepticism is just- 
ified by the experience -of the past 
fifty years. The -validity .d social, 
science, to the 'Marxist, is based un 
two conditions. The first is that 
an hypothesis must be derived 
.from empirical .observation, and 
the second is that it must prove' 
itself by correct prediction. Jn-, 
deed, Marx .and Engels claimed 
that they were "scientific social- 
ists" because unlike the Utopian 
socialists who could only promise 
Utopia 'they were able to predict! 
it 

Predictions Negated 

.What lias .happened to Marx's 
predictions .about the inevitable 
development of capitalism 7 If we 
look -at the 'so-called capitalistic 
states that should be furthest ad- 
vanced along -the curve of the 
' Marxian projection we find that 
•the clasj struggle has not become 
more-intense; that 'the middle class 
has not been declassed and forced 
into the proletariat, but that 'the 
contrary has in if act taken place; 
that the proletariat 'has not ibeen 
pushed down to a Wretched mar- 
gin of subsistence., ibu't is enjoy, 
ing a rapid rise in its living. stand- 
ards and ;n jgrowing ■ influence in 
:thç affairs -of isociety; that no re 
volutionary change has occurred 
anywhere which .can properly be 
called a dialectical ncaaiioii of 
capitalism; and so on. It is true 
that Marxists ;have attempted lo 
devise .explanations for these "un-, 
predicted" facts, but this does not 
change the material: facts. which

by their own affirmation, .they con- 
sider to be the basis of all true 
knowledge. 

Nothing Idyllic 

if we look at the Soviet Union, 
which is supposedly a classless 
society In -the making, we find it 
impossible to discern the idyllic 
future which its leaders predict as 
scientifically certain. The exploita, 
tion of men, the alienation of the 
worker from the products of his 
toil as the result of the division of 
-labour and the exchange (if com- 
modities, the domination and man- 
ipulation .of men under the coer-. 
clve power- of the state — these 
are not altered one whit by the 
proclamation that the .means of 
production are now, juridically! 
speaking, the property of • thei 
"Ipeqple:" What has basically! 
changed in the UiJ.S.R. -is the 
social composition and Jqgnl title 
of the new '(exploiting «lasses"j 
and their incorporation into a 
monolithic totalitarian framework. 



At the Wright-Binder debate last 
year, 1 was particularly jrtruck by. 
the disparity between Mr. Bin- 
der's recitation of an .orthodox 
Nineteenth-Century catechism and 
Dr. Wright's presentation of a 
sophisticated argument based on 
the dynamics of economic growth 
and its social and political impli- 
cations. Mr. Binder, unfortunately, 
refused to venture into the 
Twentieth Century. 

failure To Predict 

. 2) The claim of dialectical 
materialism to be a science has, 
I suggest, been compromised by its 
failure to predict and account for 
the tacts of contemporary £ociety. 
Its weakness was probably sensed 
by Marx himself after the failure 
of the revolutions ol 1848 and 1871 
to become .transformed into sucess- 
iul communist struggles. Marx 
found it necessary to develop a 
theory of a révolutionary party 
which would act'as the "midwife" 
of the -still inevitable revolution. 
One could no longer wait for, or, 
indeed, -depend -on the natural 
working -out of the dialectic. If 
history was going lb be capricious, 
then 'it was up to men -organ bed 
into the party of the working class

It . started when a group of 
private citizens petitioned the

land for this proposed area would 
bo roughly $5,700,000.. This Is 2»4 
times the municipal assessment. 
The value of 2% is arrived at from 
previous experience on the Dor- 
chester Street project 

After expropriation the city 
would resell the land to the 
Central Mortgage and Housing for 
$700,000, leaving the city with a 
$5,000,000 deficit. Of this sum the 
Federal Government would pay 
$2400,000 and the Provincial Gov 
ernment would contribute $1,000, 
000 leaving the City of Montreal 
to pay $1400,000. 

Reconstruction - 

Reconstruction would be done 
at no cost to the city. Money to 
build, the proposed apartments 
would be borrowed, and the rents 
received would pay back the initial 
investment after a period of fifty 
years. The rent per^ apartment 
would be $70.00 per month, but as 
this' project is designed for low 
income families, anyone who can 
afford the $70.00 cannot live in the 
project • 

The' financial end of this matter 
is as follows : $25.00 has been 
calculated as the average amount 
of rent each family living in the 
project will be able to pay per 
month. This- leaves a deficit off 
$43.00 a month for each apartment. 
The Federal Government, will pay 
75% of this sum and the city will 
pay 25% or rougfily $11.00. 'The 
project is to contain BOO. dwellings. 

Coat; 

The cost to the" city then will 
be $1^00,000 and the city will own 
the buildings and. the land at the 
end of the fifty, year period. Jn 
addition there will be the savings 
which cannot be put down in 
figures, such as the planned parks 
and better living conditions which 
would cut down on juvenile de- 
linquency, and the reduction of 
the fire" and health menace. . 

(The supporters of this plan 
have neglected the 25% of the 
$45.00 deficit that the city has to 
pay for 800 dwellings/each month, 
over a period of fifty years. This 
comes out to approximately $5,250,- 
000. However, at the "end of the 
fifty year period the buildings and 
the land become the property of 
the city, and if Is assumed that 
their' value will be equal to or will 
exceed the $5,250,000.) 

Here then Is what the Field- 
Doxols plan proposes: 

"1) The complete cleaning of the 
filthiest xone of slums, In the very 
centre of the 'Metropolis, 

2) The replacement of these 
slums by new and sanitary lodg- 
ings, constructed and administered 
by a society composed of repre- 
sentatives of the City , and ' the 
Federal Government. 

3) These lodgings, shall be ac- 
cessible only to low-salaried fami- 
lies which cannot afford to become 
proprietors, and which cannot pay 
a high price for their lodgings. 

4) Families will have lodgings 
with the number of- rooms neces- 
sary for their needs. 



5) No dwelling will rant at a 
fixed price. Each family will pay 
In rental only 20% of Its monthly 
revenue to benefit by a lodging 
having tha following services: 
heating, hot water, etove, refrigera- 
tion, elevator, laundry facilities, 
(•niter. 

6) It la evident" ihat auch an 
enterprise will operate at • deficit. 
This deficit will be medo up by a 
subsidy from the Federal and Mu- 



nlclpal. Governments, at the rate 
of 75% by the Federal and 25% 
by the City of Montreal." 

Against 

Tho chief opponents of the Field- . , 
Dorols plan afë: the Mayor -of-. 
Montreal, the Honorable Jean Dra- 
peau; the /chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, Pierre DesMarals; 
and a very' strong political party 
called the Civic Action League. 

One thing should be made clear. 
The city council, has voted. .In 
favour of the Field-Dozols;plan.by 
a 77-4 vote. The Mayor, then, has 
no legal right to stop, the plan, 
from becoming a reality. Yet he 
is stopping it. Mr. -Drapeau. has 
put forth quite a few- reasons, for 
his refusal to allow work- to: begin 
on the Field-Dozois plan.. 

One of his foremost reasons is 
a political one. In nil of his camp- 
aign speeches, î during the. last 
Mayoralty election, he constantly, 
spoke out. against the Dozols plan 
for low rental housing. Since the 
citizens of Montreal elected him 
on the strength of his platforms, 
he feels he should abide by them 
and not allow the Field-Dozols 
plan to go through. The people 
of Montreal, he says, , have shown 
their confidence Jn him by electing 
him as their Mayor, and if he feels 
that the. Field-Dozols plan is not 
the proper solution to the problem, 
then he is quite sure the citizens 
of Montreal are. behind him. . 

The Mayor, Mr. Drapeau, Is 
against low rental housing of. any 
kind. A low rental housing project 
creates a class' of cltiiehs, he says, 
and no cltlzene should be classed. 
A man : who Uvea In one of these 
projects becomes labelled as "one 
of those people who lives In that 
low rental project". 

But thé Mayor's main objection 
to the^ Field-Dozols plan is the 
method used in presenting it as . 
a solution towards ' the ■ improve- 
ment of slum/areas. Mr. Drapeau 
disagrees decidedly with the idea 
of cleaning up ono piece of the 
city at a time. He would prefer 
to see a plan that would encompass 
tho complete city, that would Work 
towards . the Improvement of all 
the slum ffi-cas at once. He. be- 
lieves the Field-Dozois plan to' be 
a hap-hazard- method of attacking 
the problem with the committee 
using one area of the city at.a time 
on a trial and error basis; 

Drapeau's P.Ian 

The Mayor has his own ideas on 
slum improvement in Montreal. A

"Action Not Oratory"

People say that It is easy to abuse the great and the mighty, that 
It Is done from envy and jealousy, and maybe they* are right. For, many 
of us are envious of America and very jealous. We do not envy her 
money, her movies, her materialistic philosophy. Rather we arc envious 
of the responsibility that would be Canada's were ours the most power- 
ful nation in the world; jealous of America's opportunity to lead the 
world to peace and bring the enslaved to freedom. These are not our 
only thoughts, for as lovers of freedom we know that It -cannot be 
achieved by talk alone, by high-sounding phrases or empty cliches. 

The President of the United States has become the purveyor of the 
platitude. We heard him say, as we did on Nov. 15 at his press con- 
ference: "We have always urged that the spirit of freedom be kept 
alive." We heard him say that the satellite countries will be freed by 
'.'peaceful liberation". What docs he mean by that? Are we to expect 
the Communists to free the nations they have conquered? Are they 
expected to offer to vacate their empire? It would appear to be unlikely. 
Of course we oil want the spirit of freedom* to be kept alive, but does 
It help just to say it? Are people any less slaves? 

THAT WE REMAIN PROSPEROUS 

Does Eisenhower think that the Hungarians of the Poles or the 
other victims of Soviet oppression can any longer depend of the United 
Btates7 The people of Hungary have been abandoned; they have been 
ignored and, for all practical purposes, rejected; they have been allowed 
to die slowly and painfully. For what purpose? To- preserve the pence! 
The peace of the world? No, because, the world is not at peace. There 
is war In Hungary, Egypt, Cyprus, Algeria, Tunisia and Morocco. In at 
least a dozen other states, millions struggle silently for liberty. Of the 
rest only a few states can be said to be at peace. In point of fact our 
brothers in Hungary have been sacrificed in order that we may remain 
prosperous. This act of negligence has provided the test of thé strength 

■ of American foreign policy. The President has said that "the United 

■ States doesn't now/ and never has, advocated open rebellion by an 
undefended populace against force over which they could not possibly 
prevail." Following this declaration he can be assured that no nation, 
no people will ever attempt rebellion again, for they have received 

. advance warning that they will not be. supported.. 

But. more shameful still, the torch of freedom Hungary had Jit, 
still flickering In the hail of Russian shells, was finally smothered by 
an avalanche of White House platitudes. What the President has said, 
lh effect, was that he didn't tell the Hungarians to revolt and that it's 
such a nuisance that they did. What encouragement, what inspiration 
this must have been to a Hungarian patriot firing his last rounds at the 
despised Russian murderers. 

The Hungarians had borne too much to care whether they lived 

. of died. They chose to die, fighting for the ideals.they loved and for 
which they yearned. They will continue to die; for the Russians arc 
now assured that they' may murder, pillage and rape with impunity! 
The Communists have Eisenhower's guarantee that America will 
stand by. 

TIME FOR DECISION 

Elsenhower said, referring to the Middle East, that "the United 
State's has tried and will continue to try to be friends with every single 
nation in the area." When two nations are at war, when Egypt is devoted 
to the annihilation of Israel, the time for. friendship has passed. The 
time for leadership, for decision, for' action' has arrived. But nothing 
of the sort has happened. The hot air of Washington continues to 
billow forth. 

As a result of this tragic absence of leadership, Canada has assumed 
great responsibility. Lester Pearson ïpr a moment provided the lifeline 
'i'.to.whlch all the free world clung desperately,. as a drowning man: .the' 
U.N. emergency force. Canada, a lesser nation, Jil led the vacuum. But 
only for a moment; the crumbling United Nations, despite the support 
it received through Canada's initiative, seems incapable of giving 
effective authority .to the police force.

CANADA'S' ROLE 
We must .not be discouraged. It is our duty to speak out forcefully, 
We must not be afraid to criticize lest we offend our neighbor to the 
south. This is not thé hour for fear, it is the hour for resolution. If 
' America will not net, then we must It Is sad indeed that a small nation 
should have to lead the world because Washington has failed. But it 
has come to that 

It is our role and we shall accept it. We would do well to swear, 
. as did Churchill in 1040, that "we will never weaken, never weary and 
never give in" until the peace is won. For win It we must, peace comes 
not of talk. By our energy and example we may arouse America from 
the. Ignorance and lethargy which envelopes her. It Is a task wortly of 
the most vigorous effort of every Canadian.

group consisting of the Mayor, the 
Chairman of -the Executive Com- 
mittee, the city planning depart- 
ment, and other members of the 
administration, are, and have been 
for. some time, /formulating a 
long range clean-up plan for the 
city. This Is what they propose 
to spring on the public in lieu of 
the Field-Dozois plan, and this 
plan of the Mayor and Company 
is the reason that the former plan 
has. been held up. 

Needlei» to «ay, afttr SO much 
time, deliberation and planning, 
tht proposal of tha Mayors' will 
ba vary constructive. It will In- 
corporate tha claanlng of all tha 
city's slum areas, the . relocation of 
Industrial and residential xonas In 
tha heart of tha city, and tha Im- 
provement of- existing traffic faci- 
lities. It Is, however, the kind of 
a plan that will take a long time 
to become a reality. 

Since the Mayor is against low 
rental housing, .his plan will give 
the low income families a hard 
time. It is fine to build a housing 
development with individual 
grounds and homes, but how many 
families living in the area chosen 
for- the Field-Dozois plan can 
afford to pay $2000 for the down 
payment on such a home; or how 
many can pay the monthly rents 
on these homes, which will no 
doubt exceed 20% of their monthly 
revenue. 

There are two sides to the slum 
improvement storyj but for the 
people living in the . area around 
St. Dominique, St. Catherine and 
Ontario streets something must be 
done, immediately.

Following the Influx of appoxi- 
mitely 1,900 Hungarian students 
end faculty into Austria, and a 
•mailer emigration, into Yugoslavia, 
a conference was called at Vienna 
In which fourteen National Unions 
Of Students 'participated, ,as well 
**' representatives from the Co* 
ordlnating Secretariat of National 
Unions-, of. Students (COSEC) and 
the World University Service. -In 
order to co-ordinate and distribute 
eld to these . refugees, and new 
arrivais, a Co-ordinating Comm- 
ittee has been formed uniting WUS, 
COSEC, and the Austrian National 
Union of Students. 

Refugees Being 
- Cared For 
• These refugees are being cared 
for, at present, by the Austrian 
Government, the .Red Cross, and 
the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees. WUS is providing funds 
end personnel, scholarship and 
resettlement opportunités. The 
Intergovernmental Committee for 
European Migration (ICEM) has 
taken chargé of the subsequent 
distribution of these refugees into 
other countries, in order to lessen 
the burden upon Austria. 

While the response .has thus far 
been great, experience indicates 
that future aid to students and fa- 
culty may not be as readily forth- 
coming. 

The contributions proffered by 
. Canadian universities to date have 
been encouraging. Acadia Univer- 
sity- has forwarded special appeal 
funds and Carleton College and
